Would Laugh at.

Local harness horsemen who spend 
much valuable time in squabbling over 
trifiing matters should be transported 
to Russia for a season and made to 
race there, in order to learn under 
what easy conditions then enjoy the 
sport here. Over in Russia things are 
80 different that it is doubtful if any 
Americas lover of the sport could 
stand it longer than a week. In all 
probability if there was half as much 
wrangling there as here, the entire 
band of horsemen would be arrested 
as nihilists, wiio were inciting the pub- 
lic mind to trouble. 

The principal racing centers in Rus- 
sia are St. Petersburg and Moscow and 
there are about nine months of racing 
in each city. The track at Moscow is 
a mile track with very long stretches 
and sharp turns. The grand stand is 
the finest in the world, from all ac- 
counts, and is said to have cost $500,- 
000, being built of granite and steel. 
The track is made like a macadam 
road, except that bricks are used in 
place of stone and the top covering 
consists of about an inch of sand. This 
must be very bad for the horses feet 
but it is necessary under the circum- 
stances for racing is never postponed 
on account of the bad weather and 
goes on just the same in rain, snow or 


The tracks are flooded in winter 
and there is racing on the fee, there 
being from two to four days’ racing 
very week and from ten to thirty 
races each day. These begin at noon 
and continue until & o'clock in tae 
evening and as every race is a dash, 
a large number can be pulled off in 
an afternoon. No horse can race un- 
til he is a three-year-old and the dis- 
tance for such is three-quarters of a 
mile. In the big stakes they sometimes 
trot more than one heat. horses 
race from one to two miles. The 
purses range from %$150 to $25,000 and 
a high-class beast can earn two or 
three times as much as it is possible 
for one to earn in America. 

It should be stated that all the races 
are for trotting stallions or mares, 
no geldings or pacers allowed to 
race.
